States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Stefano et 
al. 

Stefano discloses the (Fig. 1-23) the invention including a movement means 62, 
workpiece-machining device 20, a workpiece-storage device 34, a gripping means 66, a product- 
housing section 48, a material housing section 46, a skeleton-housing section, a first direction Y 
and a second direction X.
